Hydraulic  Tables  by  the  Army  Corns  of  Engineers  contains  an  im- 
portant new  table,  which  is  the  solution  of  7,Tannin^' s  formula  for 
various  coefficients  of  roughness ,  n  from  .010  to  .175  with 
hydraulic  radii,  r  from  .2  to  50  and  slopes ,  s  from  .00005  to  .1. 

The  volume  also  contains  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  tables, 
Characteristics  of  Trapezoidal  Channels,  extended  to  200-foot 
bottom  widths,  50-foct  depths,  and  L.  to  1  side  slopes. 

There  are  also  extensions  of  tables  from  Horace  W.  Fing's  Hand- 
book cf  Hydraulics,  and  extensions  of  the  common  tables  of 
fractional  rowers  of  numbers,  which  are  not  so  important  to 
most  Soil  Conservation  engineers.
